The trustees of Winchester Public Library pre- 
sent the following report for the years 1907-8, being 
the sixteenth successive annual report made to the 
voters of Winchester. 

Iu so doing we beg to state that the usual number 
ot volumes have been added to the catalogue during 
the year, their number being limited only by the avail- 
able cash in the hands of the trustees after all current 
liabilities have been liquidated. These books will be 
catalogued at the earliest possible moment, and then 
become subject to withdrawals (under the rules) by 
the public. 

We do not feel that we need to especially call 
your attention to the fact that it is only by exercising 
the most rigid economy, that we are able to yearly 
add even a few volumes of the books now on the l1- 
brary shelves. 

We are aware that our taxpayers are conscious of 
the burden of our annual library appropriations, yet, 
that you still in all, are convinced that such an insti- 
tution is absolutely essential to the prosperity and 
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progress of every town of Winchester’s population, 
Standing and culture. 

We suggest that the usual appropriations of 
$300.00 and $200.00 be made for library purposes for 
the year 1908-9.

To the Citizens of the Town of Winchester: 


As there are always questions arising that interest 
the voters, we beg leave to offer a few suggestions. 


One of the most important problems to solve is 
the raising money for highways. 


Since we adopted the improved road system, our 
highway money is so divided that it leaves too small a 
sum to keep our general highways in proper condi- 
tion. 

We will give you a few figures, showing you 
something of the condition of affairs. 

Last year we votedtoraise 4% of 1 percent. of 
the total valuation, which amounted to $3,136.00, and 
for the purpose of receiving state aid we voted $600.00 
additional, making in all, $3,736.00. We received 
from state $413.00, added to the town appropriation, 
making a total available for all highways of $4,149.00. 
‘We expended last year, exclusive of. Tannery 
bridge and sidewalks, 


For general repairs $2,660°51 
For state road 2,400 42 
For improved highway 134 00 
Total for all highways $5, 1941193 


making the expenditures in excess of the appropria- 
tion $,1045.93. Deducting the $413.00 received from 
state, leaving a deficiency of $632.93. 


We think in the raising money for highways, if 
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you wish for state aid, that the sum of $4,500.00 should 
be raised, which we think will be necessary to keep 
the highways in proper condition... 

The appropriation last year, for ordinary town 
charges, was $2,700.00, this year we would recom- 
meud dividing the appropriation, making two depart- 
ments of it. One for ordinary town charges and one 
for support of town officers. 

We would advise raising for ordinary town charges 
the sum of $1,100.00, and for support of town officers 
$1,900.00. 

Last year $600 was raised for support of the poor. 

As there are no town paupers at the present time 
in the town, we suggest that the sum of $300 be raised 
for support of poor.

Whole number of scholars who have attended 
school two weeks or more during the year is, boys, 
204; girls, 211. Total, 465, Anincrease of 43 over 
last year. 

The whole number returned by the agent appoint- 
ed to take the school census in October, 1907, was 
448. Boys, 229; girls, 219. 


The Board of Education do not know of any 
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children in town, between the ages of 10 and 16, who 
are unable to read or write. 


Number of scholars in town between 5 and 16 not 
attending school, 12. Boy, 3; girls, 9. 


Number between 14 and 21 not able to read and 
write, none, as far as the Board are able to ascertain. 


The number of scholars attending to the different 
Studies, as taken from the several registers, several of 
which in this regard, having been imperfectly kept, 
is as follows: 


Reading, 441; penmanship, 408; arithmetic, 424; 
geography, 282; history, 275; grammar, 250; physiol- 
ogy, 164; composition, 134; bookkeeping. 16; English 
literature, 36; geometry, 13; algebra, 33; botany, 53; 
physics, 16; civil government, 5; French, 22; Latin, 
25; spelling, 440. 

As the law requires the school board to include in 
their report, the number of scholars attending to each 
study, and as the report is of no practical value unless 
accurate, teachers should be more careful in register- 
ing these facts. 


It is next to impossible tor the school board to 
know very much about this matter, they must depend 
on the teachers’ registers for this information. 


The vote of the last annual meeting, practically 
reducing school hours at least one sixth, has resulted 
in crippling the effectiveness of school work with no 
real balancing advantage. We recommend the re- 
scinding of that vote. 


Much pressure is put upon the Board to lower the 
Standard of scholarship to suit the attainments of 
certain pupils. The Board aims to be as lenient as is 
compatible with justice to all concerned. The actual 
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worth of our schools turns upon the maintenance of a 
reasonably high standard as a test for promotion and 
graduation. Wecall upon the district to sustain the 
Board in holding to such a standard. 


We call the attention of the parents to the injury 
done to our schools and to the serious lowering of in- 
dividual scholarship—because of diverting activities, 
outside the school room—which occupy valuable time, 
dissipate nervous energy, and dull the interest of pu- 
pils in their school work. The strength of our pupils 
should go to their studies, and, during term-time no 
outside effort. however laudable, should be allowed to 
lower their school standing. 


The Board would emphasize the relation of the 
home to the schools. A greater stress should be laid 
upon the helpful home life for our pupils. Experience 
shows the danger-signal when children are outside of 
both school and home. ‘There is sufficient warning of 
both mental and moral hazard. The Board feels im- 
pelled to urge parents to make sure of where, and 
with whom, their children are when neither at home 
nor inschool. It will be well for even our most excel- 
lent people to know what their children are doing 
outside of school hours. This matter has much to do 
with the character and reputation of our schools.

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REMARKS. 


It would appear from the above statement that 
your Board of Education, in expending the sum of 
$8,503.92 in the financial year, 1907-8, whilst in the 
financial year of 1906-7, they paid out the sum of 
$7,165.53, that they had expended in this later year 
$1,338.39 more than in the year before, and we feel 
that it is just to yourselves and the Board that a full 
explanation in connection with our Financial Report, 
Should be made. 


It is to be remembered that at our last annual 
school meeting, the district increased the general ap- 
propriation for schools, by the sum of $500.00 specific- 
ally ordering this $500.00 to be distributed pro-rata 
among all the teachers, excepting those of the High 
school. This increased the wages of all these teach- 
ers by the sum of one dollar each per week, for the 
whole school year. 


The gross amount paid teachers of all grades for 
1906-7, was $5,238.84, whilst the amount distributed 
in 1907-8 was $5,869.17, a difference of $630.33, 
which is to be accounted for in three ways: lst, by the 
increased wages of the teachers; 2nd, by a slight in- 
crease in number of weeks of schooling; and 3rd, by a 
closer payment of teachers’ wages. 


The care of school houses shows au apparent in- 
crease from $112.00 in 1906-7 to $259.03, in 1907-8. 
If an item of $164.66, which appears in the expendi- 
tures for this purpose, in the accounts of 1907-8, be 
charged back to the year 1906-7, in which year it was 
earned, though not presented for payment unfortun- 
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ately until after Feb. 15, 1907, the item for care of 
school houses would be reduced to $94.37, to date, 
instead of $259.03, as the statement appears to show, 
or add the sum of $164.66 to $112.00, and you have the 
amount of $276.66, which would have been so stated 
in the report of last year, had this account been pre- 
sented for payment in season for the February settle- 
ment. 


Transportation of school, has an apparent increase 
from $198.95 to $515.80, a difference of $316.85, this 
is explained by the facts that the special appropria- 
tion of $200.00 for transportation of scholars, made at 
the annual school meeting in 1906 was not distributed 
until after Feb. 15, 1907, and therefore appears in its 
entirety as an expence of 1907-8, whilst this amount 
was due several persons for services rendered in 1906-7. 
At the school meeting of 1907, a like appropriation of 
$200.00 was made, and from this appropriation the 
sum of $66.50 has already been paid out. Thus the 
apparent excess of transportation charges for 1907-8, 
amounts to only $50.35, and this is to be accounted for 
by the fact of closer collections by those who perform 
this service. ‘There has been no increased allowances 
in this service to any person whatever. 


The cost of fuel has apparently increased from 
$200.54 to $465.76, a difference of $265 22. This is 
accounted for by the fact that fuel bills amounting to 
$80.38, for fuel used in 1906-7, were presented to the 
Board for payment on the 18th of Feb. 1907, too late 
to be included in the expense account of 1906-7, where 
they properly belonged, and the further fact that 
your Board were fortunately able to secure 40 cords of 
wood, a year’s advance supply, delivered to school No. 
3, on extremely advantageous terms, or for $166.44, 
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which was paid by order Dec. 21, 1907. These two 
items dispose of $246.82 of the difference of $265.22, 
and we would state further that there are no deferred 
fuel bills beyond the sum of $9.25, so that the true 
fuel cost of 1907-8 over 1906-7, is $27.65 appareutly 
greater. 7 


The cost of books and supplies has apparently 
been increased from $734.69 to $857.08, or an increase 
of $122.39 over 1906-7, or $257.08 more than the ap- 
propriation for these items, made at the annual school 
meeting 10 1907. In explanation, it is to be said, that 
the former several School Boards, have seldom, if ever 
been able to keep the yearly expenditures for books 
and supplies down to the several annual appropria- 
tions. 

For this excess of expenditure (this year) your 
School Board pleads these facts. First, there has been 
an increase of more than 40 scholars in our schools, as 
shown in our school census of 1907-8, over those: of 
1906-7.. The annual appropriation of $600.00, gave 
$1.50 per scholar per year for books and supplies. 
Thus there was created an unavoidable expendi- 
ture of $60.00 at least, more for these supplies than 
last year, and reduces the excess of expenditures 
for 1907-8 to $60.39, more than for 1906-7. And 
your Board would say (as all bills are paid). 
that the prospective wants of the district for 
books and supplies were never better supplied than at 
the present moment, and that the stock of books 
and supplies now in hand, are probably greater in ex- 
cess value than the entire difference between the total 
amount expended in this department, for the year. as 
reported, and the annual appropriation for the same. 


The item for general repairs also shows an apparent 
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increase for 1907-8 over 1906-7 of $125.70. Of this 
also, is to be said, that bills for general repairs made 
in 1906-7, were presented to your Board, for pay- 
ment, too late to be included in the expenses of 
1906-7, 1n which year they were made. ‘These were 
paid on Feb. 18, 1907, and they amounted to $69.34, 
and by so much they should reduce the actual expen- 
ditures for 1907-8, to $167.28, or $56.36 only 1n excess 
of 1906 -7. 


Miscellaneous expenditures have increased trom 
$119.30 in 1906-7, io $188.62 in 1907-8, an increase of 
$79.32. Of this there was an expenditure of $16.00 
for an order book, leaving the excess at $63.32. At 
this point your Board would say that all bills for the 
year have been segregated, and charged up to their 
proper accounts and that the item of old bills has been 
almost entirely eliminated from our accounting, these 
being for the year 1907-8, only in amount $9.55. 


In closing, your Board would respectfully call your 
attention to these facts, which now and have hereto- 
fore, embarrassed your School Boards, in rendering to 
the districts ‘‘annual statements,” that actually and 
correctiy convey to yourselves a true presentation of 
your School District’s finances: First, by the law of 
the State, Feb. 15 in each year is named to terminate 
your financial year. ‘‘Sometime in the month of 
March,” your political school year, (aunual school 
meeting, ) and July 15th to end the school year. Now 
on Feb. 15, we are in the midst of our winter terms of 
school and there is before us all of the spring terms, 
before the school year ends. So that the Feb. 15th 
financial report covers the expenditures for parts of 
two different school years, and the school reports as 
published covers also parts of two different years and 
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do not cover the same periods of time that the finan- 
cial report covers. 


Also we ask you to observe these financial: facts. 
Frst, on Feb. 15, 1908, the treasurer’s report showed 
‘‘available funds” for school purposes, $9,816.10, and 
as expended during the year 1907-8, $8,503.92, leaving 
a balance on hand Feb. 15, 1908, of $1,312.18. On 
Feb. 15, 1907, the available funds were as reported, 
$8,576.27, aud as expended therefrom $7,135.53, leav- 
ing an available balance of $1,410.74, from this 
available balance of 1906-7, deduct the available bal- 
ance of 1907-8, and we have this $1,410.74 minus | 
$1,312.18 leaves $98.56 as the cash excess expense 
balance for 1907-8 over 1906-7, and this difference has 
been accounted for in several different ways, in the 
above resume of our treasury operations.
